The Annual Mttniap’il AUnnn’stratnr JRetioiH Tot the yet' 19vi2-'’S. 


1. The year under review iu loi ewor^by ou ‘teeon.it of the whole&ab* revi- 
sion of Municipal constitutions The toiol n’^nober '^f merabors in every Mu- 
nicipal Con miltee was earefullv revihed uilh due reoard to the population as 
modified hy factors ouch as the existin" constifcntior and the variety of the 
interests to ho represented The principle of flection was introduced or its 
introduction ordered in 17 out of (he 22 Municipal Committees that were 
wholly nominated ; now leaving only 5 such out of the total of 103 Municipal 
Committees in the Province. Tlie elected element has ordinarily been in- 
creased, with the result that in only 8 Municipal Committees it is now less than 
75 per cent In some cases it has been lalscd to as much as 85 per cent. Tlie 
ofScial element in Viunicipal Committees has been i educed as much as possi- 
ble, it heinjT now very small and largely consisting of e<lucationists and 
medical men T1 e wholesale revision of constitutions broasrht up the neces- 
sity of formulating a fix-ed principle of general application for the distribution 
of the elected seats on JIunicip-1 Conunittees among the various communities. 
The problem was to discover a foimula which should graft the democralic 
principle of the Reforms on the concrete facts of mu licipal administration 'n 
the Punjab The for nula adopted wa® that “the elected seats on municipal 
committees should he distributed a mong the comm unities in proportion to 
their population as modified arithinot-ioally by their voting strength,” 

In some Ifunioipal Committees where communal representation did not 
prevail it was noticed that the wards were so cons<^ituted as to place a com- 
munity with a largo majority of voters in the position of a minority whenever 
elections ran on communal lines. In order to avci t this evil, care was taken 
in such municipalities to see how the wards were constituted, and an attempt 
made to demarcate v ards in such manner as not to place any community at a 
disadvantage. 

At the very commencement of the general reconstitution Government 
laid it down that oommunal electorates should not be newly introduced in any 
Municipality except with a view to icmove communal friction or to satisfy a 
keen local demand on the part of an aggrieved community In obedience to 
this principle, communal electorates are being allowed only in 11 Municipali- 
ties in addition to the 38 tljat already existed in January 1921. 


Seven general elections to Municipal Committees wire held during 
the year, all of them, except ‘he one in Amritsar, being marked by keen 
interest arising chiefly from communal rivalry. 


2. The working of Municipal Committees continues os in the past 

to he marred hy communal feeling. The advent 
*** ^ ^ of the non-co-operation party has not effected 

improvement in this direction ; and the political fervour of ii® representatives 
has too olten been converted into oommunal Keal in the arena of local self- 
government. It is unfortunate that the opposition to non-offloial presidents 
should so often be formed on merely communal lines. The Commissioner 
of La^yre reports that communal feeling, has raised a kind of par^ system 
and aMed to the zest of municipal proceedings ; but this state of affairs does 
not indicate a sound political instmot, and is very much to he regretted.

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A reference may here be made to some useful suggestions. The Oommis- 
siouer of Ambala emphasizes the need of a paid Secretary for each Oom- 
mitiee to ensure a proper understanding ani observance of the Municipal 
Account Code. It has also been suggested —and the suggestion will 
be oon8idered““that in view of teehnieal difficulties and the f re eluent; recur* 
lence of the raistalces iiointed out yearly in audit the Examiner of Looal Punds 
should train candidates who could subsequently be employed by muuioipali- 
ties as accountants. The Commissioner of Lahore refers to the tendency oa the 
part of some committees to resent ^ Government ini orferenoa. This is 
perhaps a phase that will disappear when it is realised that in Lnglaud. and other 
democratic countries the popularization of the Central Government is usually 
followed by a stricter supervision of local self-government. The suggestion 
made by the Commissioner of Rawalpindi that each ward member should be 
held personally responsible for the encroachments that take place in his ward 
is mentioned for the consideration of municipal committees. 


3. Though hampered by disturbaaccs and oppi'«ition, compulsory 

education has been eontin led at Multan and a few 
other places, and in Ambala Division it has 
been introduced as an experiment in a single ward at Sjupar. Financial 
difficulties are siven as the reason for this slow advance. Goira, uowever, 
reports in income from school fees, covering 41 per cent, ot its educational 
expenditure, whieh goes to show what can be done m this direction, 

The reports all re-affirm the unpopularity of the system of levying fees 
for medicines and medical treatment

l3ve advantages ot the octroi and terminal taxes* 
The reasons given for fluotualious in the revenue during the year vary consider- 
ably. The Rawalpindi and Multan Divisions report a general decrease both from 
octroi and tho terminal tax, which is explained by the slump in trade and the boy- 
cott of foreign olotb, together with the fall in the value of commodities. The Am- 
bala, Jullimdurand Lahore Divisions report a general increase, which is ascribed 
to the removal of the boycott of foreign cloth, improved trade and im- 
proved supei vision of the octroi staff Tiie fact that generally speaking 
the municipalities in which the terminal lax is in force are in a better 
financial position than those in which octroi is collected, perhaps indicates 
that supervision is the most potent factor that governs receipts, the 
simplicity ol procedure for the coUection of the termiual tax necessitating 
far less supervision than in the case of octroi. 1 he comparative advantages 
of the octroi and the terminal tax, however, still need careful consider- 
ation. Lyallpur, which has a large through railway traffic, reports a decrease 
from the terminal tax of Rs. 13,000, but terminal tax is described in 
another report as ‘ involving far less interference and injury to trade than 
octroi with its objectionable system of refunds.’ Moreover, it is worth noting 
that in Multan the percentage of refunds on octroi rose from Rs. 16-5-8 
to Es. 20-1-1. It has to be borne in mind that the termiual tax is meant 
to be primarily a^ tax on rail-borne goods, and its extension to road-borne 
traffic can be justified only in Vary exceptional cases. 

5. Many committees have large schemes in hand, the majority of which

these, drainage schemes are the most numerous, 
inTomng expenditure varying fro^i one to five lakhs in various municipalities. 

Oommittees as a whole have availed themselves freely of the new

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6. Plague was reported from several muuioipalities. It is satisfac- 

*ory that the prompt preventive measures taken 
at Eohtak and Sonepat stamped out the disease. 
Credit is also due to the Department of Public Health and the local medical 
officers for stopping the spread of cholera at the Thanesar fair.
